PACA License 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture reports that Sherwood 
Hansford Jones, trading as 
Sherwood H. Jones, Rural Re- 
treat, Va., has failed to pay a 
reparation award issued under 
the Perishable Agricultural Com 
modities Act. 

As a result, Jones' PACA lic- 
ense was suspended at the close 
of business on May 15 by USDA 

Beverly's Inc., Pahokee, Fl; 
complained to USDA's Agricul- 
tural Marketing Service that 
Jones failed to pay $205 for mix 
ed vegetables purchased in in- 
terstate commerce. 

The Agricultural Marketing 
Service says Jones did not an- 
swer the charges. USDA then 
ordered payment of the full a- 
mount claimed due, plus inter- 
est, through default pr: 

The Agricultural Marketing 
Service says Sherwood Hans- 
ford Jones is not entitled to 
conduct business under the PAC 
Act until the reparation award | 
is satisfied and the license sus. | 
pension is lifted. Further, he| 
cannot be employed by anoth- 
er PACA licensee without the 
approval of the Agricultura 
Marketing Service. 


The PAC Act establishes a 
code of good business conduct 
for the produce industry, As a 
means of enforcing that code, 
the act requires that interstate 
traders in fresh and frozen 
fruits and vegetables be licens- 
ed. The Agricultural Marketing 
Service is authorized to suspend 
or revoke a trader's license for 
violating the act.

When, you hire a baby sitter, 
do you check to see if she's ex- 
perienced, reliable, and of good 
moral character? Are you sure 
she'll be able to handle the emer 
gencies that sometimes confront 
baby sitters — situations that 
may range for man attempted 
burglary to electric power fail- 
ure to baby's sudden illness? 


“The well-intentioned But un- 
trained baby sitter is a greater 
threat to baby than her irrespon 
sible teen-age cousin who uses 
baby sitting as a front for un- 
chaperoned parties." 


Miss Mary ‘Todd, County 
Home Demonstration Agent, 
suggests you use this 10-point 
checklist to rate your baby sit- 
ter: 

1. Does your baby sitter like 
children? If she doesn't, she 
won't be concerned with the 
comfort and welfare of your 
baby. Watch her reaction when 
you introduce her to your child. 

2. Is she experienced and reli- 
able? She must be able both to 
care properly for your baby and 
be capable of handling emer- 
gency situations, 

3. Is she sufficiently mature? 
A baby sitter should be old 
enough to be trusted with your 
child and to remain awake and 
alert when her hours on duty 
run late into the night. 

4. Does she hear and see well? 
You're taking a risk if she has 
any difficulty with either. If 
V she's hard ‘of hearing, for ex-

ample, she may not be able to 
hear your baby’s cry above the 
sound of the TV set. 

5. Is she in the habit of invit- 
Ing teen-age friends to visit 
with her? Having company on 
the job will only divert her at- 
tention frem her prime respon- 
sibility, the care ang safety of 
your child. 

6. Does she know how 1d use 
a telephone properly? Be sure 
she knows how to get in touch 
with local police and fire de- 
partments. 

7. Does she know how to lift 
and hold your baby? In lifting 
an infant, proper support müst 
be given the back and neck. 
Babies have an instinctive fear 
of falling, so a firm grip is ne- 
cessary. 

8. Does she know how to feed 
a baby? Your baby sitter should 
know how to warm the formula; 
how to test it so it isn't too hot; 
how to feed and burp a baby. 

9. Does she know how to bathe 

a baby? Though this is 'some- 
thing you'd rather do yourself, 
there will be times when you'll 
want the sitter to assume this 
responsibility. She should be 
able to prepare the bath and 
know how to place and handle 
the baby in it. 

10. Is your baby sitter able to 
change a diaper? Every sitter 
should be able to do this well. 
Patlence, care, and a proper 
lechnlque are necessary. The 
joke about sticking a pin in 
baby isn't funny.
